They'll Try 
Again Next Year

Speed-Up Attempt Endorsed 


And there also was general 
agreement — with no specific 
pledges — to try to speed-up 
the whole constitutional re- 
view process and “‘keep the 
public involved and fully 
informed of progress." 


By renewing the emphasis 
on an amending formula, the 
constitutional talks appeared 
to be reverting to their start 
when it was decided to leave 
such a formula until after all 
other constitutional changes 
had been agreed on. But 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
most of the premiers dis- 
counted such suggestions. 


Most of the delegates had 
supported arguments ad- 
vanced by Premier John 


Robarts of Ontario that a 
formula should be established 
so that constitutional changes 
can be made in Canada as 
they are agreed upon, rather 
than waiting for the comple< 
tion of the. over-all constitu- 
tional review. 

Robarts said that agree- 
ment on an entirely new 
constitution will be “a long 
time coming.”’ Premier Ross

But this time, other consti- 
tutional matters won’t be held 
up in the process. The over- 
all review will continue, as 
now, and Trudeau said that 
delegations at this conference 
supported plans to conclude 
the job “as rapidly as possi- 
ble.”

CANADIAN TO HEAD 
ENVIRONMENT TALKS 


UNITED NATIONS (CP) 
Maurice F. Strong, highly 
regarded head of Canada's 
international aid program, 
has been appointed secretary- 
general of the United Nations 
conference on human environ- 
ment in Stockholm in 1972.

AMMAN — King Hussein today fired his civilian 
cabinet and replaced it with loyal army officers who 
immediately declared martial law in Jordan. 


Rebel guerrilla forces meanwhile united under 
extremist Yasser Arafat and pledged to fight the new 
regime to the end. The guerrillas are seeking all-out 
war against Israel while the Hussein regime is trying 


for a.peace pact. 


Arafat did not order: an 
offensive but ordered his men 
to defy an order by King 
Hussein’s new government 
and ‘refuse to surrender their 
arms, 

As the crisis deepened in 
Jordan, a top-level United 
States force, including the 
chairman of the joint chiefs 
of staff and President Nixon's 
national security adviser, met 
in Washington to consider the 
developments. 

The Jordanian military 
government is headed by 
Brig. Mohammed Daoud, a 
Palestinian born near Jeru- 


salem. 
But the real power was

Legion officer, who was 
named military governor of 
the entire country.

HE EFFECT OF THE STRIKE 
of more than one-third of a 


million General Motors employees— 
27,000 of them—in Canada — will 
be felt far beyond the immediate 
automobile industry, The many 
thousands of workers engaged in 
supplying instruments, parts and 


- accessories to the GM plants and 


stillother thousands engaged in 
basic material industries, will be 
affected before many days have 
passed. . 

The giant business complex and 
the giant United Auto Workers 
union which is an integral part of 
the industry together constitute a 
significant part of the productive ca- 
pacity of the United States and of 
Canada. What happens, both as a 
result of the strike-accompanied 
bargaining and the attrition of what 
may be a lengthy walkout, will 
affect the economies of both coun- 
tries. The settlement, in regard to 
pensions, cost-of-living increments 
and wages, will set guidelines of a 
sort for labor all over the continent; 
the attrition will be felt in tighter 
family budgets, complementary lay- 
offs, reduced retail sales and other 
aspects of non-employment. 

The wage-parity situation 
which exists between the United 
States and Canadian sections of the 
UAW imposes a sense of helpless- 
ness on Canada. The tail will not 
wag the dog, and Canadian govern- 
ment guidelines for wage increases 
will receive no attention in the 
heavy bargaining between GM and 
the UAW. Yet the gains won for 
GM __ employees’ in. Canada _ will 
inevitably affect Canadian wage 
levels and the demands of other 
Canadian workers. 

The size of the bargaining 
organizations in the present case

serves to emphasize the colossal 
waste and loss that accompany 
strike action. Smaller localized 
strikes can be disastrous to those in- 


volved, but when the upheaval is on~ 


a continental basis, the cost to 
national economies and to the 
hundreds of thousands of indi- 
viduals and families affected pro- 
vides a continuing criticism of the 
shortcomings of our labor negotiat- 
ing system. The cost to GM will be 
$30 million a day-in lost production; 
to the strikers, $42.5 million a week 
in lost wages. 

Our lack of advancement inthis 
sector of our social organization is a 
heavy drain on the benefits of our 
higher technological skill. We are 
prosperous enough usually to sur- 
vive the heavy losses of periodic 
industrial stalemates. But such a hit- 
or-miss system is hardly in keeping 
with other 20th century gains. In an 
age of space travel, telestar com- 
munication and other modern mar- 
vels, wars of mutual attrition 
between management and labor 
have a flavor of the ox-cart era. 
Still less is there room for such 
situations as that in British Colum- 
bia today, where a struggle for 
recognition of one pulp and paper 
union over two others so far has 
idled 4,000 workers in that industry 
and another 5,000 men in the 
woods. 

In the background of industrial 
disputes is the ironic fact that the 
greater and more widespread the 
wage gains, the larger the toll that. 
will be imposed by the correspond- 
ingly accelerated cost-of-living rate. 
Both sides have a long way to go in 
conquering this common enemy. Is 
internecine warfare an inescapable 
part of the campaign? The real 
losers, the vast body of the nation, 
will answer no. 


The United Nations At 25 


fe THE ROW OF FLAGS OUT- 
side the impressive United Na- 
tions building has grown longer the 
organization’s horizons have shor- 
tened: And when the 25th anniver- 
sary meeting-of the General Assem- 
bly opened yesterday, the 126 
member nations. had no thought 
that the high ideals expressed 25 
years ago in San Francisco at the 


~ inaugural meeting have been real- 


ized. Rather, Secretary-General-U 
Thant’s succinet utterance in 1969 
haunts the assembly chamber: “The 
UN has 10 years to become 
effective or disappear.” 

It. could be_ said. that. the UN 
has become an international! organ- 
ization to promote national policy. 
And as former Canadian Prime 
Minister Lester Pearson. says; “nor 
will we be able to do anything about 
this until there is a stronger sense 
of international commitment and 
responsibility than there is at 
present among the members, espe- 
cially the most powerful.” Few 
diplomats knew the internal work- 
ings of the UN better-than Mr. 
Pearson, and the organization’s 
specific failures reinforce his 
general statement- 

The absence of Red China should 
be counted among the major faults. 
While most of the responsibility for 
this deliberate oversight rests with 
the United States, the original 
arrangement that gave Chiang Kai- 
Shek’s representatives major power 
status in the Security Council 
makes the UN less credible in the 
world community, Nor has the UN’s 
power for political intervention been 
served by the use of the veto in the 
Security Council. Without agree- 
ment among the great powers, the 
Security Council is powerless. 

Among all the major postwar 
crises, the UN has been effective in 
only a few, such as the Congo’ and 


‘Cyprus disputes. Cuba and the 
Middle East were -debated, “but 
Vietnam and the Biafran conflict 
have been effectively kept out of the 
UN. A number of the African and 
Asian nations are becoming cynical 
about the organization as the richer 


nations, despite the UN Sanctions. 


resolution, continue to trade with 
South Africa and Rhodesia. More- 
over, in recent years the wealthier 
nations have shied away from using 
the UN as a catalyst for economic 
development. 


In the economic, social and 
health fields the UN has had some 
outstanding successes, But if the 
UN’s political role has been Iéss 
than successful, the member nations 
can only blame themselves, not the 
organization. Besides the: medical, 
economic and technical accomplish- 
ments that have eliminated disease 
epidemics, aided industrial, develop- 
ment, and upgraded agricultural 
production in many parts of the 
world, numerous new fields- where 
the UN might excel are opening up. 
There are still great tasks to be 
done in the economic field, assisting 
new nations into the technological 
and industrial world. Of paramount 
importance in this area is birth 
control. ig 


Preventing the further deteri- 
oration of the planet’s environment 
and bringing international law to 
bear on some of the world’s current 
pollution problems is another area 
for involvement, as is outer space. 
But the generalities are easier to list 
than the specific problems which 
the UN might affect. In the next 25 
years there will be profound 
changes in mankind’s way of life; 
without profound changes in. the 
United Nations the world may find 
itself bereft-of any organization to 
cope with its problems.

Little Progress on the Polluted Lakes 


HE Great Lakes Environmental Con- 
ference of eight American states 
and three Canadian provinces here was a 
two-day affair, the first of which was a 
closed “technical 
session” at which 
officials of the gov- 
ernments _ involved 
were supposed to 
come up with recom- 
mendations for con- 
sideration by their 
governors .and 
premiers the follow- 
ing day. A. reporter 
wandering through 
the Ohio seats after 
the doors were flung open to the press 
came across a pile of documents with 
the word “discard” scrawled on their 
covers. The document on the top of the 
pile was a compilation of background 
papers sent to all delegations in advance 
by the host of the conference, the 
Qntario government. 

To a considerable extent, that is what 
happened to most of Ontario’s ideas for 
cleaning up pollution in the Great Lakes. 

A major theme of “the Ontario 
background papers, for example, was the 
need to ‘‘rationalize’’ the plethora of 
government agencies responsible in some 
respect for water quality in the Great 
Lakes. There are 11 governments (eight 
states, one province, and both federal 
governments) directly involved and two 
others — Quebec and Manitoba — who 
are watershed recipients and therefore 
concerned with the anti-pollution stan- 
dards set in the Great Lakes Basin. Most 
of these governments have spread 
administrative responsibility amongst 
several departments or ministries. There 
are 14 international agencies, ranging 
frém the Internationa] Joint Commission 
to the Great Lakes Historical Society. 
The result is total fragmentation, unco- 
ordinated effort and a lack of communi- 
cation on the policy-making level.

Through the Morass 


One Ontario idea for cutting through 
this morass was the conference itself 
a heads-of-government meeting which 
hopefully would become a periodic affair 
for policy co-ordination. In this, it has 


“been moderately successful. 


But two other Ontario | solutions 
simply struck out. One, that each 
government establish within its bureau- 
cracy a single agency responsible for 
environmental control programs (as 
Ontario, Wisconsin and Mifihesota have 
done) survived the technical session of 
the conference but was shot down by the 
non-conforming governors the next day. 

The second and probably most 
important Ontario proposal received 
more bizzarre treatment. This was very 
guardedly—worded-—in- the background 
papers but its ohject was to find some 
mechanism for co-ordinating existing 
programs of pollution control, both in 
respect of achieving uniform standards 
of air and water quality.and in respect 
of uniform enforcement of them — 
something that the International Joint 
Commission, not having the powers of 
enforcement, has. failed notably to do. 
The Ontario background papers clearly 
implied, without saying so, a new 
agreement outside . the IJC_ either 
informally or formally arrived at by the 
Great Lakes states, thus raising the old 
bugbear about fhe authority of sub- 
federal governments to negotiate 
treaties. 


U.S. . Rejection 
The American officials, who want 
U.S. federal financial help for anti- 


pollution programs above all else, would 
have none of it and ptoceeded to turn the 


‘idea upside down: what was needed, the 


technical session recommended, was that 
the IJC should have power of 
enforcement and the states and province 
concerned should delegate this power to 
it. 

Nothing daunted, Ontario's Minister,of 
Energy and Resources Management, 
George Kerr, declared himself pleasantly 
surprised: what counted, after all, was 
uniform. standards and enforcement 


throughout the Great Lakes basin; the 
machinery. was_ relatively unimportant. 
But Mr. Kerr failed to reckon with the

governors or even with his own boss, 
Premier Robarts. There would be no 
surrendering of ‘sovereignty, these 
worthies proclaimed, and the proposal 
that the IJC be empowered to “order 
uniform enforcement of standards” was 
quickly changed to one of “recommend 
and promote’. A subdued Mr. 
confessed that he had beén, perhaps, 
“constitutionally naive." 

Tronically, however, what emerges 
conference, assuming its 
recommendations are acceptable to the 
two federal governments, is a much 
stronger and more effective Interna- 
tional’ Joint Commission. The govern- 
ments bordering the Great Lakes want 
the Commission to be much more 
activist and energetic, acting as a 
clearing house for the expeditious 
exchange of information on environ- 
mental programs, as a forum to promote 
uniformity of standatds and enforce- 
ment, and. — a most surprising 
concession by the U.S. states — as a free- 
wheeling investigator with power to 
carry out surveillance and _ report 
publicly on’ the effectiveness of each 
g overnment’s anti-pollution program. 
The IJC now has power to investigate 
only if given a specific reference by the 
two federal governments.

Perhaps the most that can be said of 
all this, as one Canadian government 
observer commented to reporters, is that 
it is fine as far as it goes, but it does not 
go nearly far enough. The hard fact is 
that the LJC is a hopelessly inadequate 
agency for controlling pollution in the 
Great Lakes because it is administering, 
in the Boundary Waters Treaty of 1909, a 
hopelessly obsolete agreement as far as 
pollution is concerned. 

What is required, as the Canadian 
government has recognized and is now 
seeking from the U.S., is a commitment 
by both countries to restore and 
maintain highly sophisticated standards 
of water quality, with provision for 
continuing surveillance and enforcement. 

It will not come easily because it 
requires the U.S. to recognize Canada as 
an equal user of the Lakes for industrial 
and community development, and this is 
something which the U.S., with its get- 
there-fustest-with-the-mostest mentality, 
finds very hard if not impossible to do. 
The prospect, after all, that the U.S. will 
have to halt or curtail development on 
its side of Lake Erie in order to permit 
development on the Canadian shore is 
not an easy one to accept. It is a moot 
point whether the conference here has 
made it‘any easier.

Some time ago you published an 
article by Roger Stonebanks quoting the 
opinion of Mr. Frank Neate, design 
engineer for Saanich Municipality, which 
described a possible dam across Selkirk 
Water, north of the railway trestle, to 
prevent polluted water from backing up 
all the way into the upper Gorge and 
Portage Inlet. 

You previously publicized my views 
on this subject. I wodld appreciate it if 
you accept further comment. 

Frank Neate's plan would serve the 
purpose, but the same purpose, as dealt 
with in our previous submission to the 
Times, could be achieved at a fraction of 
the cost by simply putting a concrete 
“cork,” into the “bottleneck,” of the 
Gorge itself. 

Mr. Neate’s plan would completely 
permanently obliterate the present 
scenic attraction of the falls at the 
restricted channe] at the Gorge. 

Our plan would plug the Gorge, at the 
point where a simple, but perfect base 
and anchor walls exist for a dam, and 
still allow an overflow of water to 
maintain the -falls, in one continuous 
direction. 

At a minimum of cost, the dam at the 
Gorge could be raised in height to 
increase the amount of ‘fall.—John 
Bullivant, Vancouver, B.C.

States has had intermittent trouble 
with Arab pirates and kidnappers. The

One ceritury later Ion Perdicaris, a 
prosperous American, was kidnapped in 
northern Morocco by a local thug named 
Rassouli, Rassouli hoped his action 
would-embarrass the Moroccan sultan’s 
relations with Washington. 

The Tripoli war and a subsequent 
clash between the United States and 
Algiers were wound up by compromise 
settlements. The Perdicaris incident was 
decided by Teddy Roosevelt's policy of 
waving the big stick.

His Secretary of State, John Hay, 
instructed. the U.S, Consul General in 
Tangiers: “We want either Perdicaris 
alive or Rassouli dead.” ~He got Perdi- 
caris ative and, incidentally, Roosevelt 
used the slogan in his successful 
campaign to stay in the White House.

This is an era when armed handfuls 
can torment ‘entire societies; not does 
such action always require exeeptional 


derring-do. The Israelis sniff at the Arab 
guerrillas now tying great nations into 
knots, saying that when captured they 
“sing like canaries.” 

The present air piracies transcend 
others and are political rather than 
personal acts. Many aircraft have been 
diverted by individuals seeking safe 
havens—to or from Communist lands. 
But -this time guerrilla warfare has 
taken to the skies. 

The immediate issue is not simply 
whether air piracy can successfully be 
outlawed as was sea piracy;” whether 
planes can be guaranteed safe arrival at 
chosen destinations by security measures 
aboard and at airports. The immediate 
issue is’ whether lives can be saved 
without yielding principles and without 
destroying hope of Middle East peace. 

It is glaringly obvious that if nations 
yield to skyjackers the crime rate will 
increase and the ransom price will rise. 
The appetite of those who would hold 
innocents in pawn for any cause must

Moreover, concessions are bound to 
encourage all forces opposing a Palestine 
settlement. The new hawks fluttering in 
the Middle East are a left-wing -faction 
of the Arab guerrillas, incited by: jingo 
China.

More. ‘Canadian

Ever since Prime Minister 
Trudeau took office more 
than two years ago, there has 
been more talk about Cana- 
dian sovereignty and Cana- 
dian independence than for 
some years. 

But will we survive the next 
20 years as a truly sovereign 
country? 

Donald Creighton, our most 
distinguished historian, has 
grave doubts. And Robin 
Mathews, a young professor 
of English at Carleton Uni- 


-- versity, Ottawa, has doubts, 


too, 


I heard—Mathews recently 
at the third annual conference 
of the Canadian Council of 
Teachers of English. 

He spoke passionately about 
the way in which universities 
are staffed increasingly by 
Americans. 

He said we might expect 
that, in the scientific and 
technical fields, U.S. universi- 
ties — liberally supported by 
the parent companies of those 
branch plants here that give 
little to higher education — 
have many more  sophisti- 
cated research centres, ex- 
perimental facilities and 
graduate schools than we 
have as yet in Canada. 

They produce more univer- 
sity teachers than we can, 


Yet our standard of living is 
such that we expect the same 
percentage of our young to go 
to university as in the U.S. 
Result; American professors 
are imported, through 
governmental bodies or 
agencies, to staff those 
centres we are just beginning 
to build, largely out of tax 
money. 

But Mathews pointed out 
that it is not just in the 
sciences that we have a large 
influx of American proféssors, 
it is in the social sciences, 
too. 

Several of our newer uni- 
versities have departments of 
political science and eco- 
nomics, even history, staffed 
by Americans, That they were 
never taught about Canadian 
institutions in say, Montana or 
Wyoming or Kansas, we can 
understand, But if they come 
up here, they can’t teach what 
they don’t know. The Cana- 
dian component therefore, of 
our social studies curriculum 
is very thin indeed in some 
universities, 

In English departments, the 
situation is worse. We have 
not only American professors, 
bearing the torch for 
Thoreau, Emerson, Whitman 
and Hawthorne, but a large 
number of English professors 
who, while they know a lot 
about Wordsworth, Milton and

Tennyson, know little about 
Lampman, Carman or even 
Leacock — and care less. 

In. the social sciences, 
therefore, the Canadian stu- 
dent is likely to have little or 
no instruction in precisely 
those things that make this 
country a different entity 
from the U.S. and from the 
countries from which we 
sprang. 

In English, he is taught that 
there is really no Canadian 
writing worth talking about. 
Not because there isn’t any, 
but because the people teach- 
ing him either don’t know it 
or, worse, cannot learn it, 
since they have no point of 
identification with Canadian 
life. 


sheer truth of Leacock’s little 
story of going into a bank 
becomes clear. Yet in that 
story is embedded the whole 
19th-century Canadian charac- 
ter: being fussed by money, 
distrustful of bankers’ and 
endowed with an inferiority 
complex a mile high. 

Again, how can a new 
arrival know the setting for 
Robertson Davies’ play Over- 
laid? The sheer grimness of 
the small Ontario farm, the 
rigidity of the rural church, 
the intense desire occasionally 
to throw it all up and leave — 
a desire now easily fulfilled 
but, when it was not so easily 
fulfilled, the very fabric gf 
the national life, characters 
and politics. 


Said Mathews, truly, this is 
all overlooked in the great 
majority of Canadian uni- 
versities. 

In Toronto, the English 
department might be in Cam- 
bridge or Yale for all that it 
cares about Canadian litera- 
ture. More then 100 courses in 
English are available; only 
one deals with Canadian 
literature. 

The same thing is true in 
the schools. 

There is little reading about 
Canada. As one delegate to 
the conference put it with 
force. and venom: “How in 
hell can you teach a Grade 11

Priests and the Revolution

BUENOS AIRES — The growing association of the 
priestly cassock with revolutionary violence has become a 
concern of crisis proportions to both the Roman Catholic 
Church and the Argentine Government. 


Bishops of the church met early in August in secret 
and later with President Roberto Marcelo Levingston to 
discuss the situation, 


The discussions centred in particular on two Catholic 
priests in jail on charges of revolutionary activity. They 
have been linked with the kidnapping last May 29 and 
subsequent murder of Maj. Gen. Pedro Eugenio 
Aramburu, a former president. 


But in general, the government is concerned that a 
bloc of leftist Argentine priests and bishops may have 
become a militant political force in national affairs, 
including labor strikes, demonstrations and violence. 


A high official of the state security police recently 
told an interviewer that his organization bad dealt with 
Communist guerrillas, and had problems with terrorism 
involving followers of Maj. Gen. Juan D. Peron, ousted as 
president in 1955, who are becoming increasingly 
identified with the Marxists. He said however that ‘‘the 
gravest threat by far facing Argentina today was the 
militant leftist priesthood.” 

In fact, the Argentina church — Catholicism is by law 
the national religion — remains predominantly conserva- 
tive in leadership. 

Antonio Cardinal Caggiano, Primate of Argentina, 
and many bishops and priests have denounced not only 
priestly violence but any form of participation by priests 
in secular political matters, 

In recent years, fewer and fewer young men in 
Argentina have sought ordination as priests, and a greater 
number of foreign priests, especially Spaniards, have 
come to Argentina to meet requirements, 

With the forelgn priests, who now comprise“more 


than a quarter of the national priesthood, have come 
foreign social ideas. 


The prestige of the church with the Argentine people 
has clearly declined over the years, and many young 
priests today believe that only radical renovation of the 
faith can restore its acceptability. 

Most of these priests believe that political and social 
reforms are vital to the nation as well and that priests 
should be leaders of change. 


Three years ago, liberal and leftist Argentine priests, 
representing a wide range of divergent views, joined to 
form a loose organization known as Priests Movement for 
the Third World. 

The Third World priests rejected the ‘capitalist 
system as a form of “‘institutionalized violence’ and 
began a campaign against the military government and 
their own conservative bishops. Today, the movement 
numbers about 400 priests and a few bishops, 
representing roughly 10 per cent of the Argentine clergy. 

Most members follow the pastoral views of the Most 
Rev. Helder Camara, Archbishop of:Recife and Olinda, in 
Brazil, who favors the “liberating force of moral 
pressure” rather than violence. 

But even this philosophy is much too extreme to suit 
Argentine church conservatives, who are currently 
seeking to have the church ban the Third World 
movement.

Inevitably, here as in other Latin American countries, 
a small number of Third World priests mow advocate 
violent revolution. Security forces are not certain how 
many Argentine priests are ready to take arms on behalf 
of guerrilla groups — but they are worried.

Dear Mrs. W. A.: 


From your measurements, 
it seems to me that a size 14 
would fit you much better in 
all areas. I think it is wise to 
carefully check the construc- 
tion or style lines of a dress 
and then choose which of the 
two sizes would fit best for 
that particular pattern. 

In recent years, the desgin- 
ers have created garments 
that fit much closer to the 
body and the bustline was 
greatly reduced. In fact, the 
first clue to this type of 
garment would be the amount 
of bustline darting. Some pat- 
terns actually eliminated any 
sign of a bust dart. You would 
naturally need more ease in 
this type of dress and per- 
haps would be better off in a 
larger. size.

EDMONTON (CP) — Two 
Eskimo men sat aboard a 
sleek jetliner 32,000 feet 
above the Northwest Terri- 
tories studying a tattered copy 
of Harold Cardinal's best- 
seller, The Unjust Society. 

The Eskimos were en route 
to -a conference at Copper- 
thine, N.W.T., on the Arctic 
Ocean ‘to; discuss the thorny 
question of aboriginal rights. 
Though it was the first time 
either of them had flown in a 
jet, they, were deeply: im- 
mersed in the writings of Mr. 
CardinaJ, a 25-year-old Cree 
Indian from Alberta's Sucker 
Creek reserve. 

They shared the book, un- 
derlining words with cal- 
loused fingers and translating 


phrases into Eskimo~ from 
English for each other. Even 
in the frozen tundra, Harold 
Cardinal's ideas on native 


rights have found fertile soil, 

“T waited four months for 
the book to arrive by mail 
and this is the third time 1 
have read it,"’ said one of the 
Eskimos... “Mr. Cardinal puts 
into words all that I have 
been thinking but unable to 
say. He writes the way the 
Eskimo péople fee!."’ 

The man who generates: this 
kind of response is the chubby- 
cheeked president of the 
Indian Association of Alberta, 
which represents 27,000 treaty 
Indians in this province. :

“T felt it was important 
that a catalogwe of Indian 
grievances be placed before 
the public so that if one day 
these frustrations reach a 
point where Indian militants 
are throwing -bombs into 
white houses, the whites won't 
be able to say ‘I didn’t know 
about it’.”’ 

He conceded there is some 
validity in criticisms of the 
book for its negative empha- 
sis and lack of solutioris, and 
said he hopes to start work on 
another one shortly. 

“I want to write about our 
Movement. Someone has to 
try and explain it-in terms 
that white people will under- 
stand. In essence the next 
book will describe a positive 
process that is taking place 
rather than just cataloguing 
our grievances.”

After ‘hectic months of 
getting the association on its 
financial feet—with a great 
deal of government help—Mr. 
Cardinal led the Alberta 
Indians on their first sally 
against Ottawa. 

On June 2, 1969, Mr 
Chretien issued ‘his  long- 
awaited policy statement, 
which advocated abolition of 
his department within five 
years, repealing the Indian 
Act and surrender of jurisdic- 
tion over Indians to the 
provinces. 

Mr. Cardinal marshalled 
Western Canadian Indians for 
an all-out attack on the white 
paper, terming it a blueprint 
for cultural genocide. ‘‘When 
the white -paper was an- 
nounced I just got good and 
mad and wrote the book.’’ 


HIT MANY TARGETS 

The book didn’t stop at the 
white paper. It blasted the 
federal government at all 
levels, provincial education 
systems, the churches, wel- 
fare and even the Company of 
Young Canadians. 

The Unjust Society, which 
went to press in late 1969 in a 


glare of publicity, exploded |: 


like a firecracker in the 
middle of the Liberal govern- 
ment’s carefully nurtured 
“Just Society’’ imagery. 

, Leaders of the British Col- 
umbia, Saskatchewan, Mani- 
toba, Yukon and Northwest 
Territories Indian organiza- 
tions lined up solidly behind 
Mr. Cardinal as did Walter 
Dieter of Regina, president of 
the National Indian Brother- 
hood, : 

In early June the leaders 
trooped to Ottawa for another 
round of meetings with. Mr. 
Chretien and Prime Minister 
Trudeau. They carried with 
them the ‘Red Paper,” 
drawn up by the Alberta 
chiefs and Mr. Cardinal as an 
Indian response to the white 
paper. 

The Red Paper spelled out 
in 100 carefully worded pages 
Indian demands for full. gov- 
ernment recognition of treaty 
rights as a prerequisite to any 
settlement of Indian  griev- 
ances.

It also included an impres- 
sive blueprint for co-ordinated 
government-native programs 
to. attack reserve poverty, 
unemployment, education 
problems and economic 
development.

Benson today suggested. another meeting with 
provincial finance ministers this fall before the 
government begins to make final decisions on its 
plan to revise the Income Tax Act.

them again next spring, as soon as the government 
introduces in Parliament its definitive legislation 


revising the act.

The Constitution: 
They'll Try 
Again Next Year

Ottawa and the provinces have shifted the 
emphasis from writing a new Canadian constitution 
to amending the existing British North America Act. 


This was the only major accomplishment of two 
days of. fedéral-provincial talks in Ottawa ending 
Tuesday. Agreement was reached to pursue an 
amending formula at two meetings in 1971 — in 
February in Ottawa and June in Victoria. 


Speed-Up Attempt Endorsed 


And there also was general 
agreement — with no specific 
pledges — to try to speed-up 
the whole constitutional re- 
view process and ‘‘keep the 
public involved and fully 
informed of progress.” 


By renewing the emphasis 
on an amending formula, the 
constitutional talks appeared 
to be reverting to their start 
when it was decided to leave 
such a formula until after all 
other constitutional changes 
had been agreed on. But 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
most of the premiers dis- 
counted such suggestions. 


Most of the delegates had 
supported arguments ad- 
vanced by Premier John 


Robarts. of Ontario that a 
formula should be established 
so that constitutional changes 
can be made in Canada as 
they are agreed upon, rather 
than waiting for the comple- 
tion of the over-all constitu- 
tional review. 

Robarts said that agree- 
ment on an entirely new 
constitution will be “a long 
time coming.” Premier Ross 
Thatcher of Saskatchewan 
said it wouldn't be in his 
lifetime. 

The last-time an amending 
formula was high in the news 
was in 1964 when the so-called 
Fulton-Favreau formula was 
finally shot down by Quebec 
after several years of federal- 
provincial negotiations, 


Over-All Reveiw to Continue 


But this time, other consti- 
tutional matters won't be held 
up in the process, The over- 
all review will continue, as 
now, and Trudeau said that 
delegations at this conference 
supported plans to conclude 
the job ‘‘as rapidly as possi- 
ble.” 


After five constitutional 
meetings, all of them with 
extensive publicity, the lead- 
ers appeared sensitive about 
not having any easily-digest- 
able announcements to make 
about agreements on specific 
subjects. 


Premier Robarts said Tues- 
day night it is important that 


the public realize the com- 
plexity of the job and that 
worthwhile progress is being 
quickly made in the search 
for an updated constitution. 

Unless some rapid progress 
is made, said Trudeau, it will 
be necessary to ‘‘dampen the 
enthusiasm of expectation.” 

Officials expressed 
privately that unless some 
concrete results can’ be point- 
ed out soon, the public will 
lose all interest'in the seem- 
ingly endless. string of consti- 
tutional talks. 

Trudeau has said frequently 
that he favors public involve- 
ment in the constitutional 
review process 


Anti-Pollution Drive Set 


Apart from the amending 
formula, this conference de- 
cided to study possible new 
machinery for handling inter- 
governmiental relations, and 
also decided to spur on the 
work of the continuing com- 
mittee of officials by giving 
it more specific directions. 

In the area of pollution 
control, said a communique, 
it was agreed to study the 
constitutional aspects of en- 
vironmental management 
while continuing to co-operate 
im anti-pollution measures un- 


der the existing constitutional 
arrangements, 

Virtually all the premiers 
ended the constitutional dis+ 
cussions with some degree of 
satisfaction over -the course of 
events 

Premier Robert Bourassa 
of Quebec, saying he found 


the negotiations ‘satisfac- 
tory,” also said that his 
province “‘is less isolated than 
I thought.” 

While Quebec had some 


specific demands, because of

AMMAN — King Hussein today fired his civilian 
cabinet and replaced it with loyal army officers who 
immediately declared martial law in Jordan. 


Rebel guerrilla forces 


meanwhile united under 


extremist Yasser Arafat and pledged to fight the new 
regime to the end. The guerrillas are seeking all-out 
war against Israel while the Hussein regime is trying 


for a peace pact. 


Arafat- did mot order an 
offensive but ordered his men 
to defy an order by King 
Hussein’s new government 
and refuse to surrender- their 
arms, 

As the crisis deepended in 
Jordan, a top-level United 
States force, including the 
chairman of the joint chiefs 
of staff and President Nixon’s 
national security adviser, met 
in Washington to consider the 
developments. 


The Jordanian military 
government is headed by 
Brig. Mohammed Daoud, a 
Palestinian born near Jeru- 
salem. 


But the real power was 
invested in Field Marshal 
Habis Majali, British-trained 
Arab Legion officer, who was 
named military governor of 
the entire country. 

With Middle East peace 
prospects looking dimmer. by 
the hour, Israeli Premier 
Golda Meir flew to the United 
States today for talks with 
Nixon and other top U.S. 
officials.

She ahd Nixon were ex- 
pected to discuss the Israeli 
military requests that trig- 
gered Egypt’s denunciation of 
the United States, 

Official sources reported 
Daoud said early today that 
the military government 
wanted to implement . the 
latest ceasefire agreements 
with the guerrillas. 

Observers in the Jordanian 
capital said it. seemed clear 
that if the. guerrillas rejected 
the olive branch, the new 
military government would 
not hesitate to move against 
them in a bid to end the 
government-commando _crises 
once and for all.

So it will 
have canvas seats? Who cares? The price will be 
under $900. That’s a price that’s right. Besides, as 
a one-time owner of no less than:three Model “A” 
beauties, I’ve been dreaming of this day when the 
auto men would get back to a car that’s 
@conomical, simple and marvellous fun. ‘ 


Pollen, the alderman and Ford dealer, is so young, a 
mere stripling of 42, that there’s not even a Model “‘A’’, 
fiuch less a Model “T”’, in his past. There is one, however, in 
his future since the lads at his shop are 
lovingly restoring what appears to be a 
1930 two-door sedan, a sight that had 
me fairly oozing nostalgia, Oh, that was 
a@ good one, 

This rather diverted me from my 
original mission, but it turns out, in any 
event, that the new Ford basic, “‘the 
modern Model ‘T’ for the masses,” is to 
be marketed only. in Australia and 
Asian nations, Unless. 1.can manage a 
trip to Brisbane or Hong Kong I'll have 
to stick to what I've got. 


But Peter agreed with me, as a 
loyal Ford man naturally would, that 
the “T” and the “A"—always referred 
to, respectively, as Henry’s Tin Lizzie 
and the Ubiquitous Model ‘‘A’—were magnificent. automo- 
biles, A, W. Miller, Sports Illustrated’s authority on vintage 
cars, once described the ‘‘A’’ series, which began in 1927 and 
went until 1931, as “the finest all-round automobile ever 
built.” Anyone who ever owned one will doubtless agree. 


What makes a man cling so stubbornly to the memory of 
a venerable crate that now seems downright comical? Peter’s 
hunch is that it was the incredible rapport that developed 
between the driver and the machine.

Looking into the front seat of 
the “A’’ that he’s restoring, I was engulfed in unbelievably 
precise recollections of the '31 roadster (with rumble seat) 
that completely and forever stole my heart. 


The spark control lever on the left side of the steering 
column and the throttle lever to the right had to be adjusted 
for take-off just exactly so or nothing would happen.

World 
Wheat Crop 
Cut Back 


OTTAWA (CP)—This year’s 

wheat crop in Canada and the 

four other main exporting coun- 

tries of the Western world may 

be down by 25 per cent-or more 

from last year’s crop, the Do- 

minion Bureau: of Statistics re- 

ported today. 

It said that the crops. in Can- 

ada, the United States, France, 
Australia and Argentina may 
total 2,614 million bushels or 
less, compared with about 3,265 
million bushels last year. All 
countries have cut back their 
wheat acreages, and severe 
| drought conditions have hit Aus- 
| tralia and Argentina. 

The total decline in produc- 
tion could reach between 650 
million and 775 million bushels: 

The Canadian crop now is és- 
|timated at 338°million bushels, 
| down more than half from last 
year’s 684 million. With a gov- 
|ernment incentive to take land 
out of wheat production, Can- 
ada's wheat acreage this year is 
about half last year’s. 


| U.S. CROP DOWN 


A harvest of 1,458 million 
bushels now is predicted for the 
United States, 101 million 
bushels less than in 1969. The 
wheat acreage there was cut by 
eight per cent, but some in- 
crease in yield per acre is ex- 
pected. 

The French crop, becoming 
important in international trade 
{in recent years, is down about 
50 million bushels to 485 million 
for 1970, The French. crop in- 
cludes durum, but is mostly soft 
wheat and not directly cortrpeti- 
tive with Canada’s hard wheat.
